The Forming of Composts. 








Much that is practicable yet remains to be done 
by the Canadian farmers in compounding and 
economising manure.

Winter Management of Sheep. 





We have recently published several articles on 
the winter care of horses and cattle, and we are 
confident that the following article on wintering 
sheep, which we copy from the American Stock 
Journal, will be perused with equal interest and 
profit, by all of our agricultural readers : 

Ist. Sheep should be Sheltered. That sheep re- 
quire a good, clean, dry place, wherein they can 
be sheltered from storm, must be apparent to all 
who will reason a moment upon the subject. 
Storms, where the wool becomes saturated with 
water, not only impair their health, but wash out 
the natural yolk of the wool, necessary for its 
continued growth. All good wovl raisers are 
agreed in this, and shelter and keep dry their 
sheep, especially in winter. The farmer will find 
himeclf abundantly rewarded by taking a little 
pains in this particular. And even if he has no

Among the remedies proposed, Dr. De Bary 
recommends to plant a separate piece of potatoes 
for the purpose of raising seed potatoes. This 
should be at some distance from the main field, 
,and under such circumstances as will be most 
| favorable to their growth. This should also be 
carefully watched, and every means used to keep 

off the fungus, by the instant removal of all dis- 
eased leaves, and if necessary, the removal of the 
| stem, in order to prevent the zoospores from be- 
ing washed down to the tubers. This plan, con- 
sidering its immense care, would be almost im- 
| practicable ; but much can, we believe, be done 
to prevent the disease by planting early on dry, 
light soil, and pursuing such a course of culture 
as would help to produce a healthy growth and 
an early maturity of the tuber.

Leave it standing until the leaves get seared, and 
the crop loses weight some.

It may be fed 
cut short. In this way he says he has actually 
wintered one hundred head of sheep without 
grain, and in good order on an acre and a half of 
Jand. Ihave not had a better clip of wool nor 
lost fewer sheep, nor raised better lambs. 

In following this plan we must vary a little 
from the Ohio experiment, in sowing a little ear- 
lier, and housing the fodder after being thorough- 
ly cured, and it should be kept in good order for 
winter use, our winters being more severe than 
they are in Ohio.

Peat or black muck, such as is found more or 

less in swampy ground, is a substance, when 

dried, very suitable to form composts for such 

svils. The proportion of farm-yard manure and 

time necessary to produce fermentation in peaty | 
substances depends upon the character of the 

three materials. Seven parts of peat, two parts | 
of farm yard manure and one of lime, will gener- 

ally prove a good manure. ‘To this should be 

added common salt, at the rate of four ewt. to 

tiie acre of the land to which the compost is to be 

applied. The compost heap should be turned 

once at least previous to being applied to the land. 

As a manure for the cultivation of turnips, man- 

gels and potatoes, this compost is very suitable. 

Peaty substances may also be advantageously used 

to absorb the liquid which drains from stables or | 
manure heaps and for increasing its amount ; but 

it is more advisable to form a compost with farm- 

yard manure and lime. 

The usual and most practicable way of forming 

eompost is by collecting weeds, the clearing of 
ditches, road-scrapings, the high headlands of 
fields, and in short the refuse of all kinds of ve- 

getable and animal matters. ‘The proportion of 
farm-yard manure and lime to these various sub- 

stances should be regulated mainly by the char- 

acter of the latter. It is necessary to induce de- 

composition, 80 28 to reduce the decaying vegeta- 

ble matter, and render the mineral constituents 

ready for absorption by the spongioles of the eul- 

tivated plants. The adding of common salt is 

generally advisable, the quantity regulated by 

the kind of crop to be grown. When the crop is 

to be potatoes, the quantity of salt should be lim- 

ited, or it may be dispensed with altogether ; for 

mangolds it should not exceed five or six ewt. to 

the acre. 

Where other calcareous substances than lime 
can be obtained at cheap rates these can be ad- 
vantageously used in forming composts. The 
quantities necessary are, however, much greater 
to induce that decomposition in the inert vegeta- 
ble and mineral matters contained in the vegeta- 
ble and earthy substances. Lime rubbish and 
shell-sand, gas lime, &c. are all suitable for form- | 
ing composts. It is of considerable importance, 
in forming compost heaps, to select a pines in or 
near to the field to which the manure is to be ap- 
plied, as the expense of carting these heavy and 
bulky substances great distances may render the 
application unprofitable. Economy of labor should 
be a ruling consideration in the forming and ap- 
plication of compost heaps, as in all other farm- 
ing operations. 

In carting the materials to form the compost 
it is common to spread alternate layers of them, 
to the depth of four, six, or eight inches, and 
afterwards to turn the heap by the spade. Some- 
times a plough is used to mix the lime and earth, 
when the compost is formed of a high headland, 
and the spade being afterward employed to throw 
the heap into a more rounded fourm. Whatever 
method is adopted, it is important, while study- 
ing economy of labor, to thoroughly mix the sub- 
stances together by several turnings of the herp, 
and so to form the heap as to render it as little 
liable to absorb rain water as possible. With 
this precaution, compost heaps, in this climate, 
do not require, as they do in wetter countries, 
covering over with turf, litter, or other material. | 

The Sorticulturiet bestows great attention in 
forming composts—these proving to him the most 
important fertilizers. In this country the farmer 
too much neglects this important means of restor- 
ing fertility to overcropped and exhausted soils, 
which, with deeper and cleaner cultivation would, 
in most cases, make a grateful and profitable re- 


lesson—provide suitable stables for your sheep. 
And he who can, and will not do it, ought him- 
self to sleep barefooted and alone, on a couch of 
straw, with open windows, and under a leaky 
roof, where the winds go piping and careering 
through every crack of his cabin, for six months 
at least, until he shall have learned to sympathize 
with the dumb beasts God has committed to his 
care and keeping. 

2d, Sheep should have water. Many suppose 
that sheep can get along very well without wa- 
ter in winter, especially if they can get snow to 
eat. This is another great mistake. Sheep do 
not drink large quantitics at a time, but require 
it often; especially if they are not fed with roots. 
Just observe the operations of your sheep during 
the day, when fed with dry hay. They will run 
to the trough and take a few swallows of water, 
and then back to their hay, a number of times 
during twenty-four hours ; and that too when the 
ground is covered with snow, showing that they 
prefer water to snow. Sheep undoubtedly will 
winter without water, but common sense teaches 
us that they cannot do as well without as with it, 
for the fluids of the system must be supplied to 
keep up a healthy organization. In Vermont, 
where water is plenty for all, and within the 
reach of all, that farmer who neglects this most 
important suggestion, should be considered a poor 
apology for a wool grower, and should be com- 
pelled to go without himself a short season—suf- 
ficiently long to teach him that water is necessary 
for health and well-being. 

3d, Sheep should be fed with roots. That sheep 
require some kind of green or succulent food for 
winter use, I have demonstrated to my satisfac- 
tion. Fora few years past I have fed potatoes, 
and turnips toa portion of my sheep, and | know 
they have done much better than those which 
have been wintered without. 

I raise some three hundred bushels of potatoes 
and one hundred of turnips, annually, which I 
cut up together, and mix ina little oat meal or 
wheat shorts, and my sheep do remarkably well 
upon such feed. a is such food good for 
sheep about to have lambs, for it will make them 
have milk, should they lamb any time during the 
winter. 

I think giving green feed to sheep in winter is 
generally overlooked by our farmers. European 
wool-growers consider this point of great impor- 
tance. Morrell, in the American Shepherd, says, 
“The feeding of green food, such as potatoes, 
apples, hemlock or = boughs, &c., is strangely 
disregarded by a large majority of American 
wool-growers. This isa prominent point of at- 
traction in German management ; indeed, it is 
thusin every section of the continent, where 
fine-wooled sheep are cultivated. The sheep, if 
placed in localities suitable to its general habits, 


at no period of the year is so perfectly healthy | 


and thrifty as during the season of pasturage ; 
and from this the inference should be deduced, 
that succulent food is the prominent inducing 
cause. Confinement to wholly dry fuod does not 
comport with that variety of condiment which 
has been urged so frequently, and consequently if 
a provision is not made of something else, it will 
be followed by disorganized action of the diges- 


tive functions, —— costiveness and consti- |

pation. The disease so frequent and fatal in 
American flocks, called the ‘‘stretches,’’ results 
from costiveness; but this is scarcely known in 
England, which arises from the large variety of 
food the sheep are supplied with during the win- 
ter months. In addition to this, further proof 
may be found in the fact, that it is never known 
to attack the animal during the grass season. 
The writer speaks from perscnal observation, in 
stating that a supply of green food is indispensa- 
bly necessary as a preventive of this disease.

ling.

Set this box on 
the top of the ground, ina dry, shady place, 
-where surface water will not accumulate. No 
planks are needed on the bottom of the box, but 
sawdust must be placed on the ground inside the 
box to the depth of one foot, and over this place 
loose boards fur the ice to lie upon. Cut the 
cakes of ice two feet square, and build a tower 
of ice two feet square in the centre of your box 
_(or ice house, we will now call it,) by laying the 
cakes compactly together, and filling all crevices 
| with sawdust as you proceed. We have now six 
|feet cubic of ice, with a space of one foot all 
‘around between the ice and planks. Fill this 
| place with sawdust, and cover the top of the ice 
with the same eighteen inches deep, and you have 
|ice enough secured to last a family through the 
\season. The upper three feet of the side which 
|is ton feet high, should not be boarded up, but 
| left for ventilation, and a place of access to the 
ice, and this aperture may be enlarged as con-

The patriotism of the 
| people has placed at the disposal of the Government the 
large means demanded by the public exigencics. Much 
| of the national loan has been taken by citizens of the 
| industrial classes, whose confidence in their country’s 
faith, and zeal for their country’s deliverance from its 
present peril, bave induced them to contribute to the 
| support of the Government the whole of their limited 
| acquisitions. This fact imposes peculiar obligations to 
| economy in disbursements and energy in action. The 

revenue from all sources, ineluding loans, for the finan- 
| cial year ending on the 30th of June, 1861, was $86,- 
| 835,980 27; and the expenditures for the same period, 
| including payments on account of the public debt, were 
| $84,578,034 47, leaving a balance in the treasury on 
the Ist of July, 1861, of $2,257,065 80. For the first 
quarter of the financial year ending 30th September, 
1861, the receipts from all sources, including the bal- 
ance of July 1, were $102,532,509 27, and the expenses 
$98,239,733 09, leaving a balance on the Ist of October, 
1861, of $4,292,776 18. Estimates for the remaining 
three-quarters of the year, and for the financial year of 
| 1863, together with his views of the ways and means for 
| meeting the demands contemplated by them, will be 
| submitted to you by the Secretary ot the Treasury. It 
| is gratifying to know that the expenses made necessary 
| by the rebellion are not beyond the resources of a loyal 
| people, and to believe that the same patriotism that bas

THE ARMY. 


I respectfully refer to the report of the Secretary of 
War for information respecting the numerical strength 
\of the army, and for recommendations having in view 
| an increase of its efficiency and the well-being of the 
various branches of the service entrusted to his care. It 

| is gratifying to know that the patriotism of the people 
has proved equal to the occasion, and that the number 
of troops tendered greatly exceeds the foree which Con- 
gress authorized me to call into the field. I refer with 
| pleasure to those portions of his report which make allu- 
i sions to the creditable degree of discipline already at- 
| tained by our troops, and to the excellent sanitary con- 
‘dition of the entire army. The recommendation of the 
| Secretary for an organization of the militia upon a uni- 
| form basis, is a subject of vital importance to the future 
safety of the country, and is commended to the serious 
attention of Congress. The large addition to the regu- 
lar army in connection with the defection that has eo 





abolished toall. Three modifications occur to me, either 
,of which I think would be an improvement upon our 
| present system. Let the Supreme Court be of a conven- 
,ient number in every event. Then first let the whole 
|country be divided into circuits of convenient size, the 
| Supreme Judges to serve in a number of them corres- 
| ponding to their own number, and independent Circuit 

Judges to be provided for all the rest; or secondly, let 
'the Supreme Judges be relieved from circuit duties, and 

Circuit Judges provided for all the circuits; or thirdly, 
dispense with Circuit Courts altogether, leaving the ju- 

dicial functions wholly to the District Courts and an In- 
| dependent Supreme Court. 

CODIFICATION OF THE STATUTE LAWS, 


I respectfully recommend to the consideration of Con- 
| gress the present condition of the statute laws, with the 
| hope that Congress will be able to find an easy remedy 
| for many of the inconveniences and evils which constant- 
| ly embarrass those engaged in the practical adwministra- 
ltion of them. Since the organization of the Govern- 
| ment, Congress has enacted some five thousand acts and 
| joint resolutions, which fill more than six thousand close- 
| ly printed pages, and are scattered through many vol- 
umes. Many of these acts have been drawn in baste and 
without sufficient caution, so that their provisions are 
often obscure in themselves, or in conflict with each oth- 
er, or at least so doubtful as to render it very difficult 
for even the best informed persons to ascertain precisely 
what the statute law really is. It seems to me very im- 
portant that the statute laws should be made as plain 
and intelligent as possible, and be reduced to as small a 
compass as may consist with the fullness and precision of 
the will of the Legislature and the perspicuity of its Jan- 
guage. This, well done, would, I think, greatly facili- 
tate the labors of those whose duty it is to assist in the 
aduninistration of the laws, and would be a lasting bene- 
fit to the people by placing before them, in a more ac- 
cessible and intelligible form, the laws which so deeply 
concern their interests and their duties. I am informed 
by some whose opinions I respect, that all the acts of 
Congress now in for@e, and of a permanent and gencral 
nature, might be_revised and re-written, so as to be em- 
| braced in one v e, or at least two volumes of ordina- 
| ry and convenient size, and I respectfully r d to 
Congress to consider the subject, and if my suggestion be 
approved, to devise such plan as to their wisdom sball 
seem most proper for the attainment of the end proposed. 


ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE IN THE INSURGENT STATES. 


One of the unavoidable consequences of the present 
| insurrection, is the entire suppression in many places of 
| all ordinary means of administering civil justice by the 
|officers and in the forms of existing law. This is the 
case in the whole or in part of all the insurgent States, 
and as our armies advance upon and take possession of 
parts of those States, the practical evil becomes more ap- 
parent. There are no courts nor officers to whom the 
citizens of other States may apply for the enforcement 
|of their lawful claims against citizens of the insurgent 
| States, and there is a vast amount of debt, constituting 
| such claims—some have estimated it as high as two hun- 
| dred millions of dollars—due in large part from insur- 
gents in open rebellicn to loyal citizens, who are even 
| now making great sacrifices in discharge of their patri- 
| otic duty to support the Government. Under these cir- 
' cumstances I have been urgently solicited to establish 
| by military power, courts to administer summary justice 
}in such cases. I have thus far declined to do it, not 
| because I had any doubt that the end proposed, the ool- 
lection of the debts, was just and right in itself, but be- 
cause | have been unwilling to go beyond the pressure of 
| necessity in the unnsual exercise of power. But the 
| powers of Congress, I suppose, are equal to the anoma- 
| lous occasion, and therefore I refer the whole matter to 
| Congress, with the hope that a plan may be devised for 
| the administration of justice in alksuch parts of the in- 
| surgent States and territories as may be under the con- 
|trol of the government, whether by a voluntary return 
to allegiance and order, or by the power of our arms.— 
| This, however, is not to be a permanent institution, but 
|a temporary substitute, and to cease as soon as the 
| Courts can be re-established in peace. 
CLAIMS AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT. 


It is important that some more convenient means 
claims be provided, if possible, for the adjustment of

Military Matters in Maine. 

Our city now contains a military population of 
nearly four thousand men—the largest body of 
troops ever assembled together in this State, for 
any purpose. The cavalry regiment of Col. God- 
dard, the 14th infantry, Col. Nickerson, the 15th, 
Col. McCluskey, and the men recruited for the 
batteries of light artillery under Capts. Thomp- 
son, Swett, Robinson and Leppien, are encamped 
upon the State Grounds, while the 13th infantry, 
Col. Dow, and Capt. Tilson’s battery, to which 
it is attached, occupy the grounds of the U.S. 
Arsenal, on the east side of the river. There is 
very little sickness in the ranks, with the excep- 
tion of the cavalry, among whom the measles are 
quite prevalent. About one hundred cases are 
reported in the hospital. The disease appears to 
be of a mild type, and yields very readily to treat- 
ment. 

We understand that the cavalry is now ready 
to move, being thoroughly equipped, both men 
and horses, with everything necessary for the 
field, except arms which will probably be furnished 
them in New York. It is expected that they will 
go to Portland by rail, and thence to their destina- 
tion by water. The delay in their departure, we 
are informed, grows out of the inability of the 
Department to make advantageous disposition of 
them in the field, and the present scarcity of for- 
age upon the Potomac.

ONE DAY LATER FROM EUROPE. 


The steamer North American from Liverpool 
Nov. 21st and Londonderry 22d, arrived at Port- 
land Dee.

The crew of the Harvey Birch vowed vengeance 
against the crew of the Nashville, as they were 
placed in irons for refusing to take the oath of 
allegiance to the Southern Confederacy. ; 

The officers of the Harvey Birch declare that 
she was on soundings when the Nashville bore 
down on her. 

Col. Peyton was on board the Nashville, on a 
mission from the Southern Confederacy, and with 
Commander Pegram had gone to London. The 
latter wants the Nashville made into a ship of 
war at Southampton, but legal difficulties are 
raised. ‘The question is also raised whether the 
proclamation of neutrality has not been infracted 
by the landing of prisoners of war. 

It is reported that the Nashville has spare offi- 
cers on bard for Confederate ships of war pre- 
paring in England. 

The Times, in alluding to the case of the Nash- 
ville, points to the recent visit of the James 
Adger, and says it would be for the interest of 
England to keep them both out of harbor; but, 
if this cannot be done, they must be both let in 
alike. 

The London Star, although wishing that the 
commander of the Nashville might be punished, 
says, if he can produce a commission from the 
Confederate States government, we must let him 
go, as the English government has recognized 
their belligerent rights. 

The Galway steamer Adriatic is reported to 
have becn sold, and is fitting out for the West 
Indies, but there is a strong impression that she 
is destined for the Confederate States.

DEPTH OF MINES. 


An English journal, after valuing the total 
product of the mines of G. Britain at £41,461,102 
per annum, and computing that England's sup- 
ply of coal will last at least seven hundred years 
onger, at present rates of consumption, gives 
the following account of the depth to which the 
bowels of the earth have been pierced in England: 

The depth to which wa mine for coal is already 
great. ‘The pit at Duckenfield, in Cheshire, is 
1,004 feet below the surface to the point where 
it intersects the ‘Black Mine Coal,’ a seam which 
is four fect six inches thick, and of the best qual- 
ity for domestic and*manufacturing purposes ; 
from this point a further depth of 500 feet has 
been attained by means of an engine plane in the 
hed of coal, so chat a great portion of the coal is 
now raised from the enourmous depth of 2,504 
feet. At Pendleton, near Manchester, coal is 
daily worked from a depth of 2,135 feet; and 
the Channel coal of Wigan is brought from 1,773 
feet below the surface. Many of the Durham 
collieries are equally deep, and far more extended 
in their subterranean labyrinths. Some of those, 
and others in Cumberlanfi, are worked out far 
under the bed of the sea; and on both sides of 
the island we are rapidly extending our sub- 
oceanic burrowing.

AN ACT to regulate the alteration of the limits of the wards | 
in ¢ ties. | 
BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and House of Representa- | 
tives, in Legislature assembled, as follows: | 
Section |. No chinge or alteration in the limits of any | 
ward in any city in this State by any action or proceedings of | 
the City Council, shall be of any force or effect, unless the same | 
shall be submitted to the legal voters in such city, for their ap- | 
proval, at th: election for city officers, that shall be holden 
next after such action of the City Council ; the warrants for the 
ward meetings shall contain an article for that purpose; if a | 
majority of the votes given, on the question of the approval of | 
such change or alteration, shall be in favor thereof, the same 
shall take effect, and not otherwise. 
Sxcr. 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith, are 
hereby repealed. This act shall take effect on its approval by 
the Governor.

And the 
said Aroostook Railroad Company, upon the ¢onditions afore- 
said, may sell and transier its line of road, and all of the prop- 
erty, rights and franchises, to the European and North Amer- 
icza Railway Company, and the European and North American 
Railway Company are authorized to make such purchase; and 
the Aroostook Railroad Company may also lease its line to the 
European and North American Railway Company, provided the 
mayor and city council of the city of Bangor shall first consent 
to and appreve of the lease; and the European and North 
American Railway Company are authorized to take such lease 
upon such conditions being complied with; and in case of any 
such sale, transfer of purchase as is before mentioned shall be 
made, the stock, rights and franchises of the Aroostook Railroad 
Company shall be consolidated into and become a part of the 
stock and franchises of the European and North American Ratl- 
way Company; and all the powers and privileges acquired by 
such purchase, sale and transfer, shall be had and enjoyed _un- 
der the charter of the said Eurspean and North American Rail- 
way Company. And such Railway Company shall be required 
to fulfil, perform and discharge al the duties, liabilities and ob- 
ligations undertaken by and imposed by law upon the said 
Aroostook Railroad Company, and the European and North 
American Railway Company, in case of such purchase or lease, 
shall have and enjoy the benefits of the grants herein mate, or 
that may hereafter be made to said Aroostook Railroad Compa- 
ny, upon the terms and conditions before mentioned. 

“Sect. 8. Within five years the Aroostook Railroad Company 
shall locate its road above Mattawamkewg, incluling a branch 
to Houlton, and tLe branch to the eastern boundary of the 
state, and of the moneys received for the purposes before men- 
\ioned, a pro rata proportion, and no more, shall be paid on the 
completion of every ten miles thereof, and all sams which may 
not be expended at the end of ten years, shall remain in the 
treasury to the use of the state. 

Sect. 9. The grants mentioned in the foregoing sections 
shall take effect and be in force after the city of Baugor shall 
have voted to loan the credit of said city in conformity with the 
act of March twentieth, eighteen hundred and sixty, and not 
befcre.

When the condition of u mortgage of personal prop- 
erty to secure the payment of more than thirty dollars is brok- 
en, the mortgagor or any person lawfully claiming under him, 
may redeem the same at any time before the property is sold by 
virtue of a contract between the parties, or on execution against 
the mortagor, or the right of redemption is foreclosed as hereiu- 
after provirled. 

Sect. 2. The person entitled to redeem shall pay or tender 
to the mortgagee er person holding under him, by an assign- 
ment of the mortgage recorded where the mortgage is recorde:', 
the sum due on the mortgage, or perform or offer performance 
of the thing to be done with all reasonable churges incurred ; 
and ifthe property is not immediately restored, it may be re- 
plevied, or damages for withholding it may be recovered in an 
action of the case. 

Sect. 3. The mortgagee or his assignee, after condition brok- 
en, may give to the mortgagor, or if the right of redemption of 
the mortgage has been assigned and the assignment recorded, 
to such assignee, written notice of his intention to foreclose the 
mortgage for breach of the condition thereof, which notice shall 
be served by leaving a copy with the mortgagor or his assignee 
of record, or by publishing it once a week for three successive 
weeks in one of the princ:pal newspapers published in the town 
or city where the mortgage is recorded ; if the mortgagor or as- 
signee is not a resident within the state, and there is no news- 
paper published in the town or city where the mortgage is re- 
corded, such notice may be published in any newspaper printed 
in the county where the mortgage is recorded. 

Sect. 4. The notice with an affidavit of service, er if pub- 
lished, acopy thereof and the name and date of the paper in

the same as if the criginal had been produced and proved. 

Secr. 2. Section thirteen of chapter sixty-five of the Re- 
vised Statutes is amended by adding the following at the end 
thereof: And in the settlement of any testate estate where no 
provision is made for the widow in the will of her husband or 
she duly waives the same, the judge shall make her suitable al- 
lowances from the personal estate, from time to time, for the 
support of herself and family under her care, during any liti- 
gation concerning the will ; and on the final probate of the will 
he shall make a final reasonable allowance from the personal 
estate, according to the degree and estate of her husband and 
the state of the family under her care.

indictment upon which said verdict was rendered, and said 
judge upon hearing the case and such proof as muy be offered, 
if he find such person sane, and thut his release would be safe 
to the community and to the person of him who was assaulted 
as aforesaid, he shall order a hearing to be had before himself or 
some other judge of the supreme judicial court, in the city of 
August, at such time as said judge may designate, ordering 
uotice to the attorney general or county attorney of the county 
where the insane person was indicted, and to the person upon 
whom the assault was alleged to be committed, if in the state, 
of the time and place of suid hearing, which shall be served thir- 
ty days before said hearing, by any officer authorized to serve 
civil process.

The state library shall hereafter be under the 
management and control of the governor and council as a board 
of trustees. 

There shall be appointe., by the governor ind coun- 
cil, a librarian of the state library, who shall hold his office 
three years, uuless sooner removed, and shall give bond to tix 
state in such sum and with such sureties as shall be approved 
wv the goveraor and c suncil, for the faithful performance of the 
daties of his office. 

Sect. 3. Tue library shall be kept open every day in the 
year, Sundays and the usual public holidays excepted, during 
the usual business hours. 

Secr. 4. All sums of money appropriated by the legislature 
for the purchase of books, shall be expended by the librarian 
under the direction of the governor. 

Sxcr. 5. The librarian shall report to the legislature annually 
in the month of January the receipis and expenditures on ac- 
count of the library, with a list of ali books, maps and charts 
acquired during the preceeding year, specifying those obtained 
by purchase, donation and exchange, aud those, if any, which 
have been lost or are missing, and make such suggestions in re- 
lation to the library «s shall lead to its improvement. 

Sect. 6. Books may be taken from the library by the gov- 
ernor, members of the council and of the legislature, jadges of 
the judicial courts, secretary of state, deputy secretary of state, 
adjutant general, attorney general, land agent, reporter of de- 
cisions, counsel engaged in the argument of causes before the 
law courts in the middle district, superintendent of public 
baildings, superintendent of common schools, superintendent of 
the insane hospital, chaplains, secretary and assistant secreta- 
ry of the senate, chaplains, clerk and assistant clerk of the 
house, secretary and members of the board of agriculture, dur 
ing the session of the board, provided that this privilege to the 
members of the legislature and those officially connected there- 
with shali be limited to the time the legislature shall be in ses- 
sion. Any persun taking books from the library shall first give 
suflicient personal security for their return within twenty days. 

Secr. 7. No person authorized to take books from the libra- 
ry shall be permitted to have at any one time more than three 
volumes, nor shall the same be retained more than three weeks, 
and all shall be returned on or before the first day of January 
annually. 

Secr. 8. The following books shall not be taken from the li- 
brary room, except for the use of either house or of the com- 
mittees of the legislature during its session, or for use in the su- 
preme judicial court in term time ; all books presented by the 
United States or any of the states, all works, books and docu- 
ments relating to the laws, or legislative proceedings of the 

| United States or of other states or countries, all digests, reports 
of decisions and works relating to the science of the law and 
Vattemare’s exchanges. 

Sect. 9. Every person shall be answerable for all damage 
done by him to any book, and in case of the loss of a volume be- 
longing to a set, the person answerable therefor shall procure a 
new volume or pay in money the value of the set. 

Sect. 10. Actions for the breach of said regulations may be 
brought by the librarian in his own name for the use of the state, 
and in case of his death or removal from office, the action shall 
survive and be prosecuted by his successor.

Last spring I plowed up about five acres of old worn out til- 
lage and pasture land—it had been tilled and pastured almost 
without manure for more than fifty years ; and so poor was it 
that nothing but sorrel and whiteweed would grow in stunted 
proportions.

I was situated very much like Robert Fulton, when he attempt- 
ep to move a vessel by steam, many years ago, up the North 
River from the city of New York. Evey one said it would be a 
failure, and he was a fool fo try it. 

But now for the results: the corn with the phosphate came up 
first—looking healthy, black and strong; that which came from 
the manure was behind some days, and looked yellow and rather 
feeble; while that which had no manure in the hill was a long 
time coming up, and looked when it did come miserable anc 
wretched. The potatoes came up equally and strong, and pro- 
duced over 200 bushels per acre. 

The corn manured with the phosphate kept ahead of the other 
all the season, about two weeks, and produced a splendid crop. 

hat portion of the field which received no manure produced no 
ripe corn. : ; m 

The value of the crop on this old field of five acres, including 
corn, notatoes and corn fodder, amounted to over two hundred 
dollars. A snug little sum for a poor country farmer.

Not 
only this, but guano needs to be pulverized, which is attended 
with cousiderable expense, while the superphosphate is atready 
pliable and suitable for immediate use.
